and other scientists have been studying dreams. Although they still have much 
to learn, they think that dreams are created by the dreamer himself. Most | 
persons have dreams in which their dearest wish is granted, or in which they | 
become somebody they would like to be. These are wish-fulfilling dreams. They 
occasionally dream they are being chased by robbers, or are in danger of fire 
or flood. These frightening dreams are called nightmares. People usually have 
nightmares when they are upset about something. Studies about the causes 
of dreams show many reasons.

Dr Christina, from a medical school in Brazil, is visiting the Middleton Medical 
School to give a talk on new medicines. She is one of a team of doctors and 
pharmacists who work in the Amazon Forest. They work to find out about the 
methods which local people use to treat diseases.
